SECURE TAGS FOR 
THE AUTO TRAIN 


State Highway Department Ap­ 
proves of York Mayor's 
Action. On their Way. 


VV. J. ( ole, who was in charge of 
The train of 53 Oldsmobile cars en­ 
route from Lansing, Mich., to Phila­ 
delphia and New V ark, which were 
bel I in 
York 
because the automo­ 
biles were not equipped w th license 
tags, finally arranged to borrow a 
sufficient number of dealers’ license 
tags for his cars from the Philadel­ 
phia agency of the Oldsmobile com­ 
pany. 
Permission to operate under 
this arrangement was granted by the 
automobile division of the state high­ 
way commission (following a telephone 
conference between Mayor Hugentug- 
ler an i the chief cleik of the auto­ 
mobile division. 
The cars resumed 
their 
journey 
this morning. 
The automobile train, 
which passed through several states, 
was only halted once prior to its ar­ 
rival in York. 
The authorities of 
Beaver 
Falls, 
beld 
the train over 
night, but perm Ated its departure the 
following rn irnmg. 
Speaking to a re­ 
porter, Cole said that the police of 
Pittsburgh and a number of other 
cities rode with the men 
in 
the cars 
without questioning the absence of 
license tags. 
Officials of the automobile division 
of the state highway department told 
Mayor llugentugter that no motor 
vehicle is permitted to operate on the 
highways of this state unless it is 
provided with a license tag. 
Even 
government motor trucks are requir­ 
ed to obey this provision. 
The only 
dispensation made in favor of the 
national government is that it is per­ 
mitted to manufacture its own tags.

received last night from State Head­ 
quarters urging that they prepare at 
once the list of Class I men available 
for special classes of activity. 
Volun­ 
tary induction of 
men 
for 
various 
branches of the service where techni- ’ 
cal knowledge is required has been 
under way for some time but the re­ 
sponse has not been satisfactory and 
the drafting is imminent, it is be­ 
lieved. 
Until March 8th local boards may 
accept voluntary induction for the fol­ 
lowing contingents needed: 400 gen- 1 
eral engine and special automobile 
mechanics or repair men, gunsmiths, 
typewriter machine and other instru 
ment makers, or repairers or general 
machinists, automobile truck drivers, 
wireless and 
ordinary 
telegraphers 
an I wireless telephone operators, all 
for Aviation Section Signal Corps, 
Kelly Field, San Antonio, Texas. The 
call 
includes 
awning 
and 
canvas 
workers, and bushelmen 
tailors 
for 
the Signal Corps, and inspectors oaf 
gas masks an I chemists for the Medi­ 
cal Corps. 
Only men qualified for general mil­ 
itary service may be inducted, and 
the telegram received by the local 
board indicates that the same stan­ 
dard is to be applied to tnose drafted 
as to those who volunteer for this 
work. 
The time for volunteering is 
limited 
because’ of the urgency of 
General Pershing's need for the men 
indicated. 
There is nothing to give the im­ 
pression that Adams County will be 
given credit in the next draft for the 
1 men who volunteer for this work or 
for those who may be conscripted later 
on. 
This morning Sheriff Hartman took 
the second contingent of men to Har­ 
risburg for further physical exami­ 
nations before the advisory board at 
the Harrisburg hospital. 
Thirty five 
names were on the list and the men 
responded readily to the summons to 
go for their tests. 
Hundreds from 
nearby dra ft districts are also being 
examined at Harrisburg to-day.

These actions are regarded as tre- 
inen loudly significant in view of Pres­ 
ident Wilson’s veiled threat to boy­ 
cott German trade after peace comes.
